Why Not Chart the Road? 


It is a fair proposition that the Dominion 
should help the provinces build a Trans- 
Canada Highway. Both federal and provin- 
cial treasuries draw revenue, in one way or | 


another, from tourist traffic. 


traffic, they should be partners in sharing 
the expense of constructing a high-class 
trunk road from one ocean to the other. 

Logically, it rests with the provinces to 
take the initiative in bringing this about. For 
the reason that it is the business of a provin- 
cial government to build roads everywhere 
within its area of responsibility. As they do 
this the time must come when all across 
Canada the roads in one province will con- 
nect with the roads of another, and there 
will be in fact a trans-Canada highway, or 
several of them. 

But it is worth while, from both the 
federal and the provincial stand-points, to 
anticipate this eventuality and create a 
trans-Canada roadway of the highest stand- 
ard as soon as that can be done.

a roadway in advance of the time when it 
would come into existence by the normal 


extension of provincial roads as this is | 


dictated by local needs. 


Such a Trans-Canada Highway has been | 


talked about for a good many years. Pro- 
vincial governments and the public generally 
are in agreement that» it should be built 
without avoidable delay. What seems to be 
needed is that the provinces get together, 
definitely chart the proposed Highway 


through their respective territories, and then | plaining because the government of Canada | 


invite the Dominion to come in as a contri- 
butor to the cost. 


Housing “Down Under” 


New Zealand has a national housing 
scheme. Some 20,000 houses have been built | 


as government undertakings. This is about 
one-third of the total number built since the 


project was started, private parties and cor- | 


porations having pyj up the other two-thirds. 
The state houses cost up to $5,000 or 


36,000 each. But rents have been pegged at | 


1939 levels. This leaves a “gap” between 
what the renter pays and the interest and 
instalments required to liquidate the debt. 


This gap is bridged by subsidies from the | 


national treasury. 

Last year the cost to the taxpayers was 
$45,000. But ea reviewer states that the 
subsidies would have been ten times that 
amount if the state-built houses had been 
built with money at “normal” rates of 
interest. 

It is estimated that three times the 
amount of lumber and other materials are 
required to build a house in Canada as 
against a similar house in New Zealand. 
Centra] heating, for instance, is unknown 
there; hence costly basements do not have 
to be provided. And a Canadian house has 
to be built to keep heat in, whereas the New 
Zealand builder plans rather to let it out. 

If subsidies are required to make state- 
built houses rentable in New Zealand at low 
rates, it is plain enough that the government 
of Carrada cannot build houses for low-rental 
without — in one way or another — writing 
down the cost of the house at the expense of 
the taxpayers. The proposition is self- 
evident. 

And if norma! interest rates in New 
Zealand load the private builder with several 
times the interest charges the government 
pays on house-building money, it is equally 
clear that the private builder in Canada 
needs loan money at a rate comparable with 
what the government has to pay. And, 
beyond that, needs also a subsidy if he is to 
build a high-cost house and rent it at a low 
rate. 

Tire New Zealand record is factual proof 
that, whether built by government or by 
private enterprise, low-renta! houses cannot 
be erected in Canada unless the presently 
abnormal! construction cost is subsidized 
down to a figure in keeping with the rent the 
occupant can pay. 


Exports and Prices 

While a grand jury in Chicago is demand- 
Ing to know why prices are so high im the 
United States, Washington is wrestling with 
the question of how it can help Europe 
without sending them higher. 

The sixteen nations in Europe which are 
willing to accept the Marshal! Plan want 
help in the amount of $19,000,000,000 over 
the mext four years. It is not casi: they 
want, but food, equipment and other supplics 
The inflationery effect of opening up a new 
export demand of that magnitude is what is 
bothering Washington.

Canadians will watch with more than 
spectator interest to see how President 
Truman or Congress deals with this very 
real difficulty. For the position of the 
Dominion, though different, is not dissimilar 
to that of the United States. Prices in the 
Dominion are also affected by exports to 
Europe. And could be further affected by 
| exports to the United States should that 
country heavily increase its exports to the 
older continent without taking some effective 
measures to prevent price-inflation at home. 


Nobody Steered It 


Sunday evening the officer in charge of a 
party of U.S. airmen pressed a button in a 
plane grounded on a Newfoundland airport. 
Ten hours later the plane landed on a runway 
near London. None of the dozen men 
aboard touched the controls during the 
flight. The plane's pre-set mechanical con- 
trols took it into the air, piloted it across the 
Atlantic, and set it down at the appoigted 
destination. It was instrument-flying in the 
ultimate meaning of the phrase. 

One need not soar into the realm of 
| phantasy to sight the possibilities thus 


indicated. What use could be made of | 


such a plane in wartime is horribly apparent. 

And it is clearly possible, however improb- 

able, that in future pilotless planes might 

shuttle across this and all other countries in 
| peacetime, carrying loads of freight or even 
passengers. 

Taking a less visionary view, it is clear 
that great progress has been made in freeing 
aviation from the dangers inherent in human 
judgment. The pilot is seemingly on the 
way to become less an operator on whose 
skill the safety of a plane-load of passengers 
| depends, and more an expert stand-by who 
will have to take over only in case one of the 
gadgets fails.

The most practical step that 
could be taken to break the big 
power deadlock in the United 
Nations would be to give the 
Assembly not the Security 
Council — the power to admit new 
members. As things now stand 
there are ten rejected applications 
for membership, five of which are 
really blocked by the United States 
and five by 
Russia. 

There is no 
valid reason why 
all ten of these 
should not be ad- 
mitted at once.

IODE Report Urges 
Reform Welfare Dept. 


Charges that there is no 


official in the public welfare | 


department now competent, or who could be made competent | 


even with special training, to fill the post of deputy minister 
of public welfare, are contained in the verbatim copy of the 


report of the study of Alberta welfare conditions made for 
the Alberta chapter of the IODE by Dr. Charlotte Whitton 
and released today in booklet form. 


URGENTLY NEEDED reforms* 


in the provincial department of 
public welfare should be aimed 
at decentralization of power and 
administration. This could be ac- 
complished by the transfer of ad- 
ministrative services in the same 
manner in which such local admin- 
istration is passed along in the 
field of education and municipal 
government, says the report. 


Coupled with this policy of decen- 
tralization should be a complete 
reorgonization of the department 
which it is suggested should divide 
its work into three branches, each 
headed by an assistant deputy min- 
ister. Three branches are: a divi- 
sion on administration, a division 
on local organization and a division 
on social service 


For the latter division the study 
says that the duties of the director 
who might be appointed to that 
post would call for “responsibil- 
ity, technical knowledge and com- 
petence” which qualifications it 
further states “certainly are not 
met in any member of the present 
personne! of the department.’ 

THERE WOULD be tree further 
divisions of the welfare branch 
each headed by a branch director 
and again it is charged that none 
of the present personne! of the 
department could fill the suggested 
appointments 

“If courage were used in effect- 
ing transfers and retirements in 
posts now filled with inadequately 
qualified staff” no new salary items 
would be necessary in the opinion 
of the writer of the report 

Decentralization of power to the 
districts could be accomplished, it

FOR THE PURPOSES of local 
administration each district should 
be heared by a public welfare 
board which, the suggestion is. 
should be representative of the 
municipal districts within the health 
unit, elected by the people and 
selected from nominees of “com- 
munity councils” in equal numbers 
along with one member of the 
board to be appointed by the pro- 
vincial government 

Each district would have as per- 
manent employe a director plus 
whatever office staff would be 
necessary for him to carry out his 
work 

Community councils would cor- 
respond to the Council of Social 
Agencies found now in the metro- 
politan areas 

AT THE TOP LEVEL again the 
report suggests the setting up of 
inter-departmental committees, one 
of the most important being to deal 
with juvenile delinquency in al! 
its phases. This committee should 
be headed by the deputy attorney- 
genera! and most of the administra- 
tion vested in that department 

This would mean that judges 
of the juvenile courts would be 
directed and paid through the ap- 
propriations of the attorney-gen- 
eral’s deparment, rather than the 
welfare branch as is now 
case 

The department of health, public 
works and public welfare should 
be represented on another inter- 
departmental committee respons- 
ible for the approval of welfare 
institutions 

A THIRD COMMITTEE to deal 
with the Indian and Metis problem 
should be recruited from the 
departments of health, agriculture 
education and welfare

LONDON, Sept. 26. (CP)

| King headed by Sir Ulick Alex- 
| ander, keeper of the Privy Purse. 

They have to decide in time for

adjust the civil list allowance 
when parliament resumes Oct. 21 

In May, 1937, when she was 11 
years old parliament decreed 
that Elizabeth should receive £6,- 
000 yearly, increasing to £15,000 
at the age of 21. But under the 
Act of 1937 neo provision was 
made for any increase on her 
marriage 

Such an increase, approved 
by parliament, will come from the 
revenues of the Duchy of Corn- 
wall, normally held by the Prince 
of Wales, Thege revenues produce 
more than £100,000 They are 
vested in the King and the residue

list 

Lt. Philip Mountbatten will not 
be entitled to any state income— 


even when he receives a dukedom 
—but it is expected he will de- 
rive a substantial income from 
royal estates normally given to 
the Prince Consort as a wedding 
gift. 

As a single woman, the 
tax payable on Elizabeth's £15,000 
is £11,000 leaving her less than 
£4,000. But there are a number 
of exemptions for household and 
| entertainment expenses 

Opposition to any increase in 
Elizabeth's salary was crystallized 
in a number of letters to London 
newspapers, a few protests from 
labor organizations. and critical 
editorials in the left-wing press.

$1.21¥2c. The average hourly earnings and average annual earnings 
of employees are:
